"The treaty-making power under 


the constitution, It has been decided 
by the supreme court, hardly knows 
definition or limit. 
It Is one of the 


broadest 
powers conferred by the 


constitution and It Is conferred upon 
the executive and the senate. Cer- 
tainly, It Is not In the Interest of the 
cause of peace that that power should 
be limited.In such a way that other 
governments may make treaties of 
this kind and we may not. 


"I cannot exaggerate the Importance 


ol escaping'from the limited and nar- 
.row view the majority of the senate 
committee takes of the powers of the 
senate In this regard and of securing 
action by the senate sustaining the 
minority 
view. 
The 
Ideal toward 


which we are all working with these 
treaties Is the ultimate establishment 
cf an arbitral court to which we shall 
Eubmlt our International controversies 
with (he same freedom and the same 
dependence on the Judgment as In 
case of domestic courts. 


"If the senate cannot bind Itself 


to submit questions of Jurisdiction 
arising under the treaty, as Norway 
tnd Sweden have done, for instance, 
than the prospect of real and sub- 
stantial progress is most discourag- 
ing."

It Preserved the Declaration of 


Independence In 1814. 


iSAVED IT FROM THE BRITISH. 


Th« Pfitloui Document Would Hava 


Been In the State Department When 
It Wa» Burned but For Pleasonton'* 
Final dunce Aroi'nd the Room. 


Comparatively few of tho present 


generation know how near to being 
lost was once the most precious of out 
national documents, tho Declaration 
of Independence. It was during tho 
•war of 1812.- The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence hung for many years In a 
frame In the state department In the 
room then occupied by Stephen Pleas- 
"bnton. 
Mr. Beaseley, commissary of 


prisoners of war In iondon, forwarded 
to the state department some London 
jpowspacers1, stating that the English 
fleets' and transports. were receiving 
troops at Bordeaux, France, with the 
intention of operating against Wash- 
Tngioa and, Baltimore. 
Soon "after It 


was learned that the British fleet was 
Jn.Oljesapeake bay and that It was 
Unending tho Patuxent '.The officials 
nnd citizens of the little capital city 
were hourly .expecting an attack". 


Upon receipt of this Information, 


which was a few days before tho 
enemy entered Washington, Mr. Mon- 
roe, then secretary of state, James 
Madison being president, mounted his 
horse, rode to Benedict, a small village 
on the Patuxent, where the British 
forces wero being landed, and climbed 
«n eminence within a quarter of a mile 
of tho village, in order to ascertain 
the strength of the enemy. Being con- 
vinced, after his Inspection, that .wo 
bed'no force'available that could suc- 
cessfully resist them, ho sent a note to 
Mr. Pleasouton by a vldette, advising 
him to see that tbo best care was tak- 
en of tho books and papers of the state 
department 
• 
• 
, 


Acting at once upon this authority, 


1 
Mr.' Pleasdntbu purchased some coarse' 
linen and ^had. It made Into bags Of 
Bailable size, in which he, assisted by 
others In the office, placed the books 
nnd other pap era. 


While engaged in this work 'General 


'Armstrong, then secretary of war, 
passing tho state department on his 
way to his own ofBc'e, remarked that 
Le thought they were unnecessarily 
'alarming tuernsolvcs, as ho did not 
think the British were serious In their 
Intentions of coming to, Washington. 
Fortunately Mr. Pleasonton wns of a 
different opinion, and observed that it 
was tho part of prudence to .take meas- 
ures to preserve these valuable papers 
of the revolutionary government' Had 
Sir. Pleasonton delayed but a few 
days,-had he followed the advice of 
tlie secretary of war. an Irreparable 
loss would have been sustained. For 
•the papers which Mr, Plensonton had 
plnced lu the coarse linen bags! com- 
prised the secret Journals of congress, 
'then not published; the correspondence 
of General Washington, his coiamls- 
sion, resigned at the close of the war; 
the correspondence of General Greene 
and other officers of the Involution; as 
•well as 'laws', treaties and correspond- 
ence of the.department of state from 
the adoption of the constitution down 
to that time. 


Mr. Pleasonton had the bags carted 


, 
to a grist mill, which he selected as a 
suitable - depository. 
The mill, which 


was unoccupied, belonged to Edgar 
Patterson and was situated on tho 
Virginia, side of the Potomac, beyond 
the Chain bridge, two miles above 
Georgetown. 


The last load had .left, and Mr. 


Plensonton was just quitting the va- 
cant-rooms when, glancing back sud- 
denly to see whether anything had 
been left behind, to his consternation 
he saw the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, which had been overlooked, 
hanging upon.the wall. He hastily 
cut It out of the frame and carried It 
away with the 'other papers. 


Ho then began to bo" uneasy about 


tho place ho had chosen", for If the 
British took Washington, 'which he 


,rv><ffmly believed they would-do, and 


very soon at that, they.would In all 
probability detach a force for the pur- 
pose of destroying a foundry for tho 
making of cannon and shot In tho 
neighborhood and, of covrse, would 
consider a grist mill too valuable a 
thing to be left standing In a country 
they meant to subdue. Mr. Pleason- 
ton therefore visited some of the Vlr- 


• ginin farmhouses, whose owners were 


only too willing to loan him wagons 
In which to convey the documents to 
Leesburg, « distance of thltty-fivo 
miles. There they were deposited In 


• 
nn empty house, the keys of which 
\vero given to Rev. Mr. Littlejohn, who 
was one of the collectors of. internal 
tevenue. 


Worn out with his labors, Mr. Pleas- 


onton states in a letter, he retired ear- 
ly to bed that night and slept soundly. 
Next morning he was Informed by the 
people of the little tavern where bR 
had stayed that evening that they had 
seen during the night, the same being 
the 24th of August, a large flre in the 
direction of Washington, which proved 
to be the light from the public build- 
bgs, which the enemy had set on flre 
nnd burned to the ground. 


When he returned to Washington on 


the 2flth he found the public buildings 
Btlll horning and learned thnt the Brit- 
ish army had evacuated the city .the 
preceding evening' In the belief that 
the Americans. w(*re again assembling 
In the rear for the purpose of cnttlng 
off their retreat-Kansas City Times.

sanco to the ashes of their departed 
brother. When the Ore Is burned out 
tho attendants collect the 
charred 


bones and place them In a cinerary 
urn, which is often deposited in (a 
small shrine within tlie precincts of 
tte monastery, to remain there until 
the ninth day of the ninth month, 
when the ashes arc sewed up In a bag 
of red cloth and thrown Into n sort of 
ossuary or monastery mausoleum.—

ants were unacquainted with the use 
of soap. 


Ihe fact that soap was obtainable 


by boiling together* oily or fatty sub- 
ttances nud alkalis was known at an 
early period of history, but It must 
be borne In mind that the substance 
referred to in tbe Old Testament and 
• translated '"soap" (.Icreuilah ii. 22. 
"For though thou wash thee with 
niter—properly, natrou—soda—nnd lake 
ttte much soap." and MnlachMv, 2, 
"For he Is like a refiner's flre and 
like fuller's soap") refer to the alkali 
flself nnd not to the substances pre- 
pared from oily bodies nnd these alka- 
line matters. • 


The French word for soap (savon) 


Is supposed to have, been . derived 
from the fact of Its having been manu- 
factured at Snvonn, ncnr Genoa. 


The • manufacture of soap began In 


London in 1524. before which time it 
was supplied by Bristol at a penny 
per pound. 
A duty was Imposed on 


soap in 1711, but after several reduc- 
tions was totally repealed In 1853.— 
—London Journal.

vibrations of the crust of the earth 
otherwise unpercelved are registered 
by It.
